Good Crowd Turns Out. 

Tlie starting of the runners from 
the corner of Central and Baldwin was 
witnessed by a large crowd. Batteries 
,f cameras were snapped and there 
was n motion picture machine oper¬ 
ated l>> i representative of the Mutual 
News Association. 

After tak'ng the start of the race 
the oprrator and his machine were 
taken quickly to the foot of the trail 
lit an auto by Milton Steinberger, 
where the runners were again caught 
in action. Films were made of local 
views to he used In connection with 
the race pictures and will be shown 
all over the country. 

In point of publicity secured the race 
was einial to those of other years. The 
remarkable time made by the runners 
more than offset the small number of 
entries. 

Prizes Awarded. 

Ray wins as the trophy for first 
place a Waltham watch with hunting 
case. His name and record are also 
Inscribed on a bar of the Richard K. 
i* ox medal which goes to the winner 
of three races. The original cost of 
tills medal was $ loo and each addi¬ 
tional I ir costs about lie. making the 
piesent value about $150 Ray's name 
will be tlie sixth to be inscribed, no 
name appearing twice. Brewster and 
Maktima received silver and bronze 
medals respectively, for second and 
third places. The annual trophies are 
donated by the Board of Trade.

Board of Trade Highway Committee 
Explains Necessity for New 
City Entrance

Three members of the county board 
of supervisors met a number of Sierra 
Madre Board of Trade highway com¬ 
mitteemen on Wednesday and inspected 
route of the proposed extension of 
Huntington Drive to this city. The 
supervisors present were Messrs. Man¬ 
ning, Butler and Hinshaw. Represen¬ 
tatives of the Board of Trade were 
Messrs. Tarr, Jones, Ballou. Kersting. 
Mead and Hannaford. and Messrs. 
Wilcox and Hart of Sierra Madre Villa. 

W hile no definite action can be fore¬ 
casted as a result of tlie conference, 
the matter is now before the super¬ 
visors and they have given a state¬ 
ment of their general ' policy in the 
opening up of the new roads and the 
assistance to be given by the county 
in improving such roads. 

County Road Policy 

The supervisors agreed that the pro¬ 
posed rofld would be an exceedingly de¬ 
sirable thing for Sierra Madre and toe 
A ilia section, as well as all the prop¬ 
erty abutting on the highway. But It 
will be up to the district affected to 
meet the expense of securing the right 
of way as the first step, just as in a 
new tract tlie owners are required to 
open up the roads and put them in 
passable conditions before they will be 
accepted as public highways. Then, 
said the supervisors, the county would 
build the necessary bridges, which will 
be a large item of expense, and furnish 
the rock and oil for improving in ac¬ 
cordance with the specifications of the 
county good roads system. 

The next step in the proceedings will 
be to determine the approximate cost 
of the improvement, including the 
right of way, and to devise the means 
for meeting the cost. The latter may 
he done by subscription or by forming 
an assessment district of all the ter¬ 
ritory to be benefited. In case con¬ 
demnation proceedings are necessary to 
secure any of the right uf way the su¬ 
pervisors will put the machinery of the 
county government in operation.

Albert Ray, the Pima Indian from 
Sherman Institute at Riverside, won 
the sixth annual Sierra Madre-Mt. 
Wilson race on Tuesday and lowered 
the. record established last year by 
VVesterlund. Ray's time for the 7 4-5 
miles was 1 hour, 13 minutes, 54 sec¬ 
onds, which Is two minutes and two 
second* faster than Westerlund’s time. 

W. G. Brewster of Pomona College 
ran a race which would have won him 
a large measure of glory if his per¬ 
formance had not been overshadowed 
by that of Ray. His record of 1:21:30 
lowers Westerlund's time by 26 sec¬ 
onds. 

Guy Maktima. a Hopl Indian from 
the Sherman Institute, finished third 
In 1:26:27. His time would have been 
somewhat lower had it not been for 
his error in following the auto road 
from Martin's Camp to the summit of 
Mt. Milson instead of taking tlie 
old trail. The auto road affords 
easier climbing but is a quarter of a 
mile longer. There is not enough dif¬ 
ference in the two courses to have 
changed the standing of the contest¬ 
ants had Maktima taken the shorter 
path. It is doubtful if he could have 
saved more than two or three min¬ 
utes. which would not have changed 
the result. 

Zeyouma Out of Condition. 

Philip Zeyouma who finished sec¬ 
ond last year and was expected to be 
a strong contender did not show up in 
his usual form. He was ill during the 
night and his appearance was not 
promising at the start, though he fin¬ 
ished in good condition. 

Zeyouma and Floyd Cooper were tlie 
only veterans of previous Mt. Wilson 
races to face the starter. Four en¬ 
trants failed to appear, among them 
being "Uncle” Henry Wheeler, who 
had run in all live races before. 

Nothing less than sickness in his 
family was able to keep Wheeler at 
home, for no one ever got more en¬ 
joyment out of a race than did he. In 
spite of Ills sixty-five years and tlie 
fact that lie always finished last. 

Indian's Wonderful Endurance. 

That Ray Is a wonderful long dis¬ 
tance runner cannot lie questioned. He 
seems to possess the lleetness and en¬ 
durance commonly attributed to the 
race, but not often actually found. No¬ 
body knows what his powers-are for 
no runner lias ever been able to give 
him a close contest. When a not li er

(4i Does the usefulness of the 
article warrant its cost? (5) Is there 
anything else which for the same cost 
would give as good results? (6) Am 1 
qualified to judge this article on its 
real merits?
